Governor, — I have the honor to snbuiit the following report o£ this depart- 
ment for 1881 and 1883: 

The buBiness of the office for the past two years has been about the same as 
in prerioas years as regards reports and returns of regiments required by this 
Department, and in oi-der to keep up the system which has been adopted, cousid- 
eiable labor ia thereby involved. Alargecorrespjudenceia still continued and 
increasing in regard to business connected with unsettled claims of soldiers of 
the war, requiring certificates as evidence of service, in place of lost dis- 
charges, on which to base applications for back pay, pensions, bounties, and 
homestead claims, including answers to the namerooa letters of enquiry as to 
names and present address of surgeons aod other officers of the late war, and 
also including the work incident to the issue of the book " Michigan in the 
"War," all combined make the labor of the office heavy and continuous, and 
rendering it too much for one clerk, thereby, from necessity, abandoning the 
work of arranging and re-copying the record books of the regiments of the 
war, and delaying other necessary business, I therefore recommend, and 
earnestly ask that authority be given for the employment of another clerk in 
this department, as an absolute necessity. 

The military force of the State at present consists of three regiments and 
two battalions of infantry, organized into a brigade, comprising twenty-nine 
companies, being only one short of the entire number authorized by law. 

At the date of my last report twenty-four companies constituted the entire 
force, of which one, at Jackson, has been disbanded. Six companies have 
been admitted : One each at Calumet, L. S., Saginaw, Jackson, Grand Itapids, 
and two at Detroit. 

The composition, organization, and strength of the State troops at the date 
of this report are set forth in the following statement :

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■' Atieiitloii," was ualleil In the company, and the crowd Immediately' fell baukfrom 
the fence In disorder. 

Matters continued varying thus imtil about 3 o'elock A. M. Sunday (IBtlij, when 
the crowd moved iLway as quietly as tliey came, save that a. few pistol shota were 
flredln the air. 

Speeches were iudutsei] In expressive of thanks to His Excellency, the Governor, 
for protecting the lives of citizens by a display of military force In a manner calcu- 
lated to divide the assembled hundreds as to their purposes and intentions. 

The Sheriff having ascertained that the party had re-embarked upon their boat, 
ordered me to conduct the command to the armory and hold tlie men in readiness to 
turn out at a moment's notioe. explaining that he had reason to believe that the 
departure of the crowd was a blind by which to effect the object^f the CTfpedition 
with a reduced force through strategy. 

The command was therelore held under arms at the armoiy until Sunday afternoon, 
the ISth Inst., at □ o'clock, when the Sheriff appeared in person, thanked the com- 
pany for their prompt response to iiis signal, and notified me that he had no further 
need of the company's service. 

The men were then dismissed, but twelve men volunteered to guard the armory 
until Monday morning, aud did so. 

I deem it worthyof special mention that two ex-membors of (he company, viz.: 
Harmon Bottje, and John Fisher, Jr., asked permission to take their old places in the 
ranks for this occasion, which request was granted. 

I beg leave also to call attention to the fact that, though jeered at, hooted and 
Insulted in various ways by local roughs while on duty in front of the jail, the men 
even when standing at "place rest," took no notice whatever of persons outside the 
ranks, conduct which I consider highly commendable as among disciplined troops, 
and quite esceptlonabte :is among mliitla or volunteers.

The Legislature at its last session appropriated ten thonsand dollars with a view 
to having the State, in common with other States, represented by citizens and mili- 
tary bodies of Michigan, at the centennial celebration to be held at Yorktown, Va., 
on the IBth of October, next ensuing, in commemoration of the surrender of that 
place on October 19, 17S1, by the British commander, Cornwallls, together with his 
entire army. 

The commissioners appointed to carry into effect the object con tcniptnted, have set 
apart 86.000 of the amount, for the purpose of defraying expenses of a representation 
of the State Troops In the celebration referred to. 

The State military authorities are very desirous to make as large and creditable a 
representation as is possible on the occasion, and believe that the State Troops 
share in this desire, and that they will cheerfully extend their aid to bring about 
this result. 

The expense of the expedition must be limited by the amount appropriated as no 
funds can be taken from the military fund for the purpose. 

It Is estimated that at most only four companies of forty men each can be sent 
with the means provided which would be deemed a very small representation for 
Michigan. It is very desirable that at least six companies of forty men each should 
be the number, but in order to accomplish this, it will be necessary for the compa- 
nies selected to bear a portion of the expense, and therefore the following proposi- 
tion is submitted for tlieir acceptance: That the companies selected shall bear their 
own subsistence expenses, estimated not to cost exceeding ten dollars per man, and 
that they shall not expect any pay, as the law making the appropriation providea 
that they shall serve without compensation. 

Captains will please submit the matter to their companies for their consideration 
and acceptance, and report their action to this office for submission to the State 
Military Board at their next meeting to be held on the 31st inf ■

On recommendation of the State Military Board tliB following order is promul- 
gated regarding the Centennial Celebration to be held at Torktown, Va., on tlie 10th 
of October,nost eiiHning. 

The force to constitute the military representation of the State at Torktown shall 
be composed of sis companies, each to consist of not more nor less than forty rank 
and file. The companies to be selected upon the grounds of proficiency, as shown by 
their record at [egimental headquarters, and by competitive drill, and from those 
who have already, or who may on or before the 15th of August next signify to the 
Adjutant General, at Lansing, their desire to enter into the competition under the 
prescribed terms. 

The Brigade commander will select and detail a board of oIHcers, not exceeding 
three in number, who shall act as Inspectors and who shall designate and report to 
him the companies entitled to be selected for the service referred to. Their report, 
when approved at Brigade and Department Headquarters, shall be final. 

He will also select and detail such Qeld officers as he may deem necessary for the 
command. 

The sum of six thousand dollars assigned to the military portion of the repre- 
sentation will be applied in defraying its expeiifes, including a band, and will be 
made to go as far toward covering the entire expenses as possible. 

No contract having yet been made for transportation, the cost of that and the 
extent to which the appropriation may exceed the cost of transportation and the 
employment of the band cannot yet be definitely determined. 

Any excess of the appropriation over the cost of such transportation and band will 
be applied to defray the cost of subsistence; but so far as the appropriation falls 
short of covering the expense of such subsistence, the companies and officers of the 
command mnsc bear that amount, which amount will, when ascertained, be published 
to companies in a subsequent order. 

Transportation to and from the point of rendezvous in the Staie will bo furnished, 
but no pay cin be allowed, as the law making tiie appropriation provides tliat the 
service shall be I'endered without compensation. 

It is estimated that the time required to bo absent from the State will not esceed 
eight days.

The companies of the Yorktown command having itsaembled at Jackson on 
Thursday, Oct. i'S, in accoi'dance with ordersj and being organized into a bat- 
talion, were put under a course of discipline and instruction, and on Satur- 
day, the 15lh, in command of Colonel Smith, left for Washington via Fort 
WavDQ and Jackson and Baltimoro and Ohio railroads, arriving at Washington 
uext day. 

The battalion was iiccompauied by Governor Jerome aud staff, and Liea- 
tenant Governor Crosby, of the Yorktown Centennial Commission, together 
with a large body of represent a tivo men of Michigan, composed of members 
of the Legist a tt) re and other prominent citizens, and proved to l>e the largest 
delegation preseutfrom any State. 

The Michigan representation reached Washington in the afternoon of Sun- 
day, the 16th, and left via the Potomac by steamer on the evening of Monday, 
the 17th, arriving at Yorktown early in the morning of tlie 18th, taking 
quarters in the camp which had been previously prepared, made up of tents 
provided by the government and State. 
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The biittalioii at onco entered upon camp duty mid drill with a view to take 
part in the advertised couipetifcioii for tJie promised prize. The opportunity, 
however, for company competitive drill waa not afforded, much to the disap- 
pointment of the Michigan Troops, who expected it, and waited for it np to 
almost the breaking up of camp. How a decision was arrived at as to tho dis- 
position of the prize, and on what basis it was awarded remained a mystery. 

The battalion left the State iu good condition, well organized, armed nnd 
equipped, and at Yorktown made a most creditable appearance, compariug 
favorably with the troops from all the States there represented. It left for 
Michigan over the aame route on Friday evening, October 31, arriving in 
Washington next morning, and on Snnday morning, 23d, accompanied by the 
delegation of citizens, took train for Jackson, arriving there on Monday 
evening following, where the companies departed for their respective stationa.

Colonel, — I have the honor to report that purauantlto your verbal order, commu- 
nicated tftliie at Jacksoo, Mich., at noon, the 13 th inat.^viz.; "To order my command 
by telegranlt to prepare Immediately to report to the Sherlft of Muskegon county, 
at Mu3ke^''''n, with forty rounds of ball cartridges per man, upon receipt of his order 
BO todo, artS to start at once myself," I telegraphed First Liouten tan t Sanford imme- 
diately, and started within an hour with my rifle team to join my company at Grand 
Haven or Muskegon, as might be. Arriving at Ferryaborg Junction I lear»ed that 
the company had passed there at 4.20 F. M. cnroutc for Muskegon. 

Changing cars we arrived at Muskegon at 8 o'clock r. M., and fising bayonets I 
moved tho squad down the main street, being greeted with booting, cat calls, oppro- 
brious eplthets,and " curses loud and deep " from the rabble along the street during 
the entire march. We kept the sidewalk all the way, the yelling crowd giving way 
right and left. No violence was attempted. 

Arriving at the court house I reported in person to Sheriff Watitra. I found Com- 
panies E and F,Second Regiment, comfortably quartered in the court room, the 
former commanded by Second Lientenant Alcombrack,3a strong; the latter with 
Lientenants Ssnford and Thornton, 34 strong, which strength, upon my arrival, was 
increased by six. Lieut. J. H. Snnford was In command, guards were posted, the 
detail being from Company F, which arrived Ilrst, and tho blvouacwas lu excellent

For meals ou the Htli each company was sent in platoon at a time under an ofllcer, 
meals being provided at two leading hotels. The men were ordered to move with 
fixed bayonets, and to take their arms into tiie dining-room. Much hooting and 
insulting language greeted the several platoons on their marcli to and from hreak- 
fast, but no violenuo was attempted by the crowd. 
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Secnnil Itcglnient, 9 officers and C3 enlisted men, aiiJ from Company II, 2 officers and 
44eiilisIod men. 

Sheriff Tbomas J. WnCerg expressed liimi^eir well pleased with tbe behavior of the 
troops under my commund, and returned his sincere thanks for ilielr promptnesG and 
Her vices.

' havo each compiiay report for duty or orders to the conmianding offiiier of tlieir 
rejr'nient. 

CompBiiles should be required to reach camp at the earliest possible hour of the 
first day allowed for transft, and railroad coiupaiiioa furnish every possible moans to 
that end, and not detain troop», as wils tlie case with a railroad company in holdinff 
four of my companies on a side track for four hours tvithiu ten railns of camp, ana 
another conipniiy refused passage on a train wliich would have brou^^lic them to camp 
hours before they reached it, and without Inconvenience to the company. By tlie 
prompt nutloii of companies in going to camp ut least oiie-Iialf duy uiiii be secured to 
drill and discipline. 

In ^oEng into camp we had some difficulty in procuring tents sufficient Tor the 
command. In course of time, however, that deficiency was supplied by making 
Icnowii the faots to the proper headquarters. I would most respentrnlly suggest that 
more system in accordance with military usages be exercised at tlie Quartermaster's 
Department than was at tlie encampment at Brighton. 

Hess tents of suitable slze,wlih table!, were furnished each company; that, with 
the system of subsisting the troops as was practiced in this command at this cnmp 
wasna complete ns Is pussible. and Just suited to the militia, nud to tlieni perfectly 
satisfactory. One matter wiisoverlooiied and caused a liltch.and that was the failure 
to furnish sufficient luuihor for company Itltcliens. If tents for that purpose are not 
suitable, then sufficient lumber with specifications as to size of kitchens sbouid be 
furnished each compony. If the fuiids for camp purposes are short, and any part of 
campsupplles are to suffer thereby, let it be ut the expense of floors forofilcers' 
tenia, and not the company kitchens, as at Camp Jerome. 

Camp Jerome, in point of health of troops, was all that could be desired. This 
undoubtedly was due to the system of subsisting the troops as well us to the delight- 
ful locallon of the camp, with Its pure water andpoculiar soil which did not produoe 
dust during dry woathtir, or mud when it rained. 

It was an error in not establishing the sinks at the time of laying out the camp, 
and a sufiicient distance from it. 

Camp duly was followed each day as required by General Order, No. 8, Discipline 
was enforced according to military usages as closely as possible under the circum~ 
stances. 

Battalion drill was thorough and satlsfactoi'y to officers and men, and not an hour 
during camp was lost to that duty, when the battalion could get out. On the whole 
It is thought by tliose who were In camp tliat this was the most profitable yet held, 
and to one lilie myself, who was in the first regular militia camp in 18G0, and the ona 
Just hud, cannot but be proud of its growth and graudsuccess, and the great benefit 
it has been to the Hi&te and the nation. 

I deprecate the custom lately established in our encampments, and practiced in 
this, of what we rallsham bailies. I can see no good to come from it, but great 
evil. I have good reason to believe that It should not be repeated at our future 
encampments, if blank cartridges are to be used I most respectfully suggest that it 
be by file and voitey firing. Thus the men wilt become used to the rattle of the 
musket uud the smoke from the powder.

The entire field and Stnfi*, with the exception of the 
Uiijor and Chaplain, who were unavoidably absent and escused, reported for duty on 
the 9th of August, The duties pertaining to camp life were ralthrully perfornied by 
the entire command, and all reached their respective stations after breaking camp In 
good time and wiiiiout accident. That the objects of the camp were fully realized 
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a good ; this was dwIdr' to the good ground and Rood 
waier, oui more eBp^clnllf to tlie uiessiu;; arrangements adopted at Camp Jerome. 
When each uoiiipiiiiy Is tert to carry on its own messing in its own way, without 
reference to any other portion of the command, the best results in that important 
brani'h of campIlTe will be reached. 

The expurimeut of lighting thereglmeiitalcnmp with electric lamps, so generously 
undertaken and successfully performed by company B. of this regiment, should 
encounige a more extended use of the subtle nseiicy in the same capacity in future 
encampments. With the tents and streets well Illuminated, the men could enjoy the 
evening hours to a better advantage in camp than elsewhere, .ind the absentees were 
therefore very few in number. 

In Camp Jenime, as well as upon former occasions, it was remarked that a little 
more showing of the artillery arm of the service would add greatly to the cfHclency 
of the troops. If Hie expense of one or two four gun batteries cm be brought with- 
in reasonable limits the subject is one which should attract the careful considera- 
tion of the authorities. 

In closing thl« brief report I cannot refrain from offering my congrraEnlations upon 
the complete 'success of Camp Jerome. 1 am but ei^hoing the sentiments repeatedly 
espressed on all sides when I say it was by far the best and most enjoyable encamp- \ 
pient participated in by Michigan State Troops.

The manner adopted this year of feeding the troops, has been in my regiment 
entirely satisfactory. I would recommend the adoption of the plan. The fatigue 
suit ns now worn. Is also very satlsfuctory, as also the change to the present helmet 
Is ft great improvement. I would suggest that knapsacks be issued to the men, and 
that they be required to bring to camp all their belongings in tliem, saving the 
transportation of the large amount of luggage, which we have been In the habit of 
seeing, and also thns bringing all companies on a par so far as outflt is concerned. 
There has been more or leas rivalry between some of tiie companies, as to who 
should make the most showy .appearance in their quarters, while in camp, and while 
' e respects this is most commendable, still as it depends entirely upon luggage

It is a serious interruption to camp duty as now held, 
for tlie line officers largely compose the teams, and of course, while on target duty 
neglect their companies. 

i question the utility of eham battles as matters of instruction. They are very pretty 
exIilbitlonH for spectators, and very costly to the atate, but 1 tliink officers and men 
obtain more instruction from drilling, to say nothing of the danger from accidenta. 

I believe our last encampment to have been the moat profitable one we have ever 
held, and think the plan of leaving regiments semi-Independent while in Brigade 
Camp to he a good one. Battalion drill (and lots of it) is the thing most needed, 
as our companies rarely see each other, as such, save in camp, and I think on no ac- 
count should the annual encampment be omlited. 

During the late encampment 1 was under personal obligations to Lt. Col. Eugene 
Bubinsun, First Battalion, for many and various conrtesies, also to Mi^or Donnelly, 
Surgeon Wilkinson, Adjutant Sperry and Quartermaster Slade, for very efficient 
aid rendered.

COLONEL.~ln obedience to General Orders, Nos. 16 and 23, ordering the First Bat- 
talion M. S. T. to report at cncitmpmeiit of Brigade at " Gamp Jerome," Brighton, 
Mich., on August 10th the Battalion comprising company "A," Captain A. P. T. 
Beniteau wltli 46 rank and file; " B," Captain P. J. She ab an with 60 ranli and file; 
"C," Captain Ferd. Heriog with 85 rank and file; "D," Captain Harry Milward with 
43 rank and file, witli all the Field, Staff, and Non-Commissioned Staff Officers 
ftSGemblcd at Detroit on the 9th day of August and reported for duty, and tlie Com- 
mand was reported for duty to the General Commanding the Brigade In camp on the 
same date. A detail of two men from each company of the Battalion, nnder com- 
mand of the Battalion Quartermaster, had preceded the Battalion and bad pitched 
the mess, company, and headquartera tents, so that there was no delay in proceeding 
to business at once. 

The regular routine of camp duty as prescribed in General Order No, 8 was strictly 
conformed to, the Officers and men evidently striving to cxcell each other in readi- 
ness to obey all orders and duties required of them. The £ood conduct and disci- 
pline of my command Is beyond praise, as not one Instance of infraction of orders or 
necessity of a reprimand occurred. 

Uui'OummiBsary department was first ciass in every particular, both in service and 
kind, in fact equ,il to "quail on toast." We did not have a provision grumbler In 

Tlie Brigade and Battalion drills were moi-e than satisfactory to both officers and 
men, executed with a precision seldom witnessed in militia troops. 

I respectfully ask that the State Military Board equip the Battalion under my 
command with knapsacks and overcoats at once, as they are articles of prime neces- 
sity and actual need. 

1 also recommend that in future encampments, the Quartermaster General issue ail 
staple articles of subsistence, as he can supply the same at a much less cost than the 
several regimental quartermasters and at a less cost of transportation. 

In my opinion it would be a matter of economy for the State to purchase a per- 
mament camping ground, and build store-houses, sheds and kitchens, thereby saving 
the cost of buying and wasting a large amount of material at each State encamp- 
ment, and the large amount of money paid for transportation to and from Lansing 
and other points of storage in the State. The interest on the Investment would be 
less than [he amount now paid for such purposes,

'I ti« artiiJeiy in iraiiip waui eu<;h fc<;attered pieces as the State owns^ and whu'h were 
eoiU'cted trout variou« i/iAutu, They were brought there with no gun si^uads to 
hnudia ClieiJiy and very meagre and incomplete iu equipment. The orgauiiation 
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of gull squads, tlie setting togetfior of equlpraeuts, the flriuK of morning and even- 
ing guns, die Governor's salute and service in tlio shaax bsttlc, were put under the 
charge ofLt. Col. John D. Olnrkof my staff, and great credit is due to him for the 
effective manner In whic;h b[s dlfScult task was performed and accidents nvolded. 

A novel feature of the encampment was a dress parade of the Second Hegiment on 
Sunday evening by electric light. Company B of the Second demonstrated the 
practicnhility of lighting ft camp by electricity, antl the idea of so lighting tha 
whole groniid of an encampment is worthy of the attention of the Military Board. 

The rifle practice was had under the charge of the Inspector General, whose report 
thereon, I presume, goes to you direct. Having no report thereon, no annojncement 
of results could be made by these headquarters, nor has been made to or through. 
them. I repeat the recommendation already madeand urged, verbally, thatliereafter 
the rifle practice precede the encampment by one or two diiys. When had during the 
encampment one interferes with theother.and neither the work of camp nor the 
rifie practice can be done to best advantage when both are going on. 

The problem of subsisting the troops is solved. The plan which I have for a long 
time favored, tliat of allowing the companies the money provided by law and leav- 
ing tiiem to subsist themselves was tried at Camp Jerome, and its practicability and 
advantages demonelrated to the entire satisfaction of every one interested. 

I bear cheerful and grateful testimony to the proficiency, high character and gen- 
eral good conduct of the troops, and to the interest manifested in gaining advance- 
ment in military knowledge from the encampment. A number of the compunies 
came to the encampment thoroughly well drilled and a laudable amliiliun to excel or 
to keep up pervaded the ranks of all, and told upon the progress gained. 

The Colonels of each regiment and the Lieut. Colonel of the First Battalion were 
present in advance of and during the entire period of encampment, and looked to 
the drill,diEcipiiue, and welfare of their commands with intelligence, skill, and zeal. 

With the exception of Captain Porter (detained much to his disnppointment hy 
exigencies of liuslness). all my staff were present for duty during the encampment, 
and some of them for twu or three days before. I take great pride and comfort in 
my staff. As officers and as men they adorn the service. The Assistant Adjutant 
General's duties, not Quiy at camp but continuously throughout the year, demand 
labor, knowledge, and a great deal of time, and lie should be compensated by the 
State for these. 

I transmit iiercwith the reports of Col. I. C. Smith, of the Second Regiment, and 
Col. C. S. Brown, of the Third, and invito full consideration of them. 1 especially 
endorse Col. Smith's remarks upon the desirability of adding the artillery arm to our 
service in a moderate way. Tlie law now provides for the formation of sis sections 
of light artillery. J also endoi-seCuI, Brown's remarks upon knapsacks. They should 
be issued before another encampment. Reports from the First Regiment and First 
Battalion liave not yet been received.

While every effort is being made by the State tailitary satharities to place 
oar troops iu the most favorable oondiciou, it U very gratifyio^ to note the 
iocressiug iotoreet manifestetl by the War Departuieut, through the efficient 
Adjutaut CeDcnil, E. C Drum, who, fully i4>preciating the uecessity for a 
serviceable milititt has, since his appoiutmeut to that office, contiuaoasly 
extetide4 a most valuable consideration and frieudly eucoaragemeut to State 
troops. 

It is proper also to notice a like intorest taken by the Chief of Ordnance, 
Gen. S. V. Bcn^t, as exhibited in the following extract from bis report to the 
Secretary of War for 1833 : 

" To more coropleteir arm and equip the whole body of the militia, as contem- 
Idaled by the act of ISOS, making an atiiiual appropriation of 9^00.000. Ihxt amount 
Ebould be largely Increased. The bill (S. 1o9G| reported from the Senate Committee 
on Military Afbtrs, and now on thn calendar, provides for a substantial increase to 
tbisappropriation, and contains otJtor imporuutt provisions which wonld result In 
Ibe greatest benefit lo the militia. I strungly recommend its passage. 

" Uur suuiding amiy is a small one. For the defense of the oouniry our main 
dependeilee is on our militia. The mlDtia should, therefore, be kept in the beat 
condition possible fur actual service. Volunteer oncaniiatlons in every '^late and 
territoryeltouldbeencounigad.andevery eflort made to pramote tlieir effldeney ta 
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drill and discipline, and make tliem ek11!fut Iti the une of their nrma. It is tlie best 
wny.and [he only way. to render them a sure iinJ safe reiinnce on the bi'eaklnij out 
of war, and before a little cnmpaigning has inured them to hard eervlce and nUscl- 
plined them Into old soldiers." 

In former reports I have taken occasion to refer, although briefly, to the 
educatiotiul feature id our State Troops, and alludo to it aguin aa being a most 
proGtable auxiliary. 

The necessity at all times for a force strong enough to ensure pence in the 
comuiuiiity, and to aid iu the enforcement of law, is cotieeded, but beyond 
this there is another consideration to be taken into the account; that ia, the 
training and education of men iu military matters, us connected witli the 
ordinary service, and in the every day life of a soldier, bringing about a 
knowledge of duty, so far as itcau be attained by the I'ather limited opportu- 
nities afforded State troops. 

It is not drill alone, nor the gay parade, nor the glittering uniform which 
make up the complete soldier. There are tiamerous small details required of 
both officers and men, which to many may aeeni of very little account, and 
the necessity for their requirement ia undoubtedly made questionable by large 
numbers, being to appearances the most trifling and seemingly useless. Yet 
they play their part, and not a small one, in the great makeup of military disci- 
pline, and although mauy of them are criticised iu ridicule, still t.hey are held 
intact, in moat armies are duly enforced, and in the whole constitute an 
important part of a soldier's education. 

A proper military training is most valuable to the young man, even in our 
State troops, where it is of necessity so limited. Yet, to the close observer, it 
will even there, iu a very short time, be visible, in erectness of bearing, a 
stronger physical devclopnieut, quickness of movement, order iu everything, 
with promptness of execution, not only in military duty, but in the ordinary 
business of life, and withal a manifest principle to accomplish, which becomes 
almost inherent under a discipline requiring a continual habitof obedience to 
orders, demanding or implying the successful performance of every duty 
directed. 

As a means of military instruction, the State Troops present a source more 
productive and available than on a casual consideration may seem. A careful 
examination will show that the result coming from a military system that 
brings about a force of well organized itud disciplined State Troops ia not 
confined to having a body of well trained and equipped men, ready at all times 
for aervice, but that there is another result gained of much importance — the 
difEusion of military training, aa made apparent during the existence of the 
throe regiments, which begau in 1874 (to which has since been added the two 
battalions), in which about five thousand officera and men have come under a 
course of inatrnction, although the force actually in service has never reached 
over two thousand. This is brought about by tho continuous change in mem- 
bership, which incidentally occurs to a great extent in aservice of this descrip- 
tion, where men are not held positively to tho term for which they are 
enrolled, but who may obtain a discharge at any time for good and snSeient 
reasons, and others enrolled in their place, thus continually working iu new 
material with the old leaven, which is always found more or less iu all com- 
panies, thereby bringing about a constant course of instruction of new mem- 
bers, which may bo for a long or short period, yet in most cases long enough 
to be of great importance, especially iu the event of a necessary mobilization 
of a large portion of the men of a State liable to bear arms. 
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Bquad and company drills ure the rudiments of iDStruction in our Stats 
Troops requiring tlic cnreful and oonstiint attention of commisBioiicd officers, 
for on proficiency ill company drill depends sacceas in battalion nianeuvera. 
This eliould ulways be lield in vieiv, and captuins eliould recognize it aa 
their duty to have tlieir compiinies fally up in company drill at all timee, aud 
especially immediatdy prior to tlie annual encampment for many reasons, and 
one in particular, that with equality in drill of companies, the regimental 
commander enters upon his tour of battalion drill in camp under more favor- 
able circumstanceB than if companies varied in proficiency, and thns the 
object of encampment ia more fully attained. Company commanders should 
bear this in mind, that the service at encampnient will exhibit their diligence 
or non-diligence in thd discharge of tbuir dnty to their respective commands 
for the year, and Ihey should enter camp in full preparation to make a suc- 
oesaful showing, and thereby fnlflU their part in making it, what ia contem- 
plated, a profitable lield of iustruction. 

The annua! encampments arc conceded by all capable nf jodgitig, to be an 
absolute uoceeaity in aecuring a successful sorvico of tho Statu Troops. For, 
with our military system, they are the only op]iortunities for a coiioentration 
of the various companies, resulting in comparison, and judgment of their 
merits or demerits, at tlie same time affording an occasion for the establish- 
ment of uniformity in drill and in military duties, and withal a term in which 
all can receive most profitable instruction. It i^ unnecessary, perhaps, to 
state that, although our enoatnpments are a source of much pleasure to the 
ti'oops, they are by no means places of ease or play, for tho drills, parades and 
duties occupy their entire time, and are not devoid of severe citercisc equal to 
labor of a fatiguing character, 

Tho eiioampuient at Brighton was iiuqiieBtiomibly the best ever hold by the 
State Troops, not only as regards instruction, but in everything else which 
goes to make up a succosstul tour of military duty. This waa largely attribut- 
able to tiio ability, industry, and efficiency of tho officers and non-commis- 
sioned offiuers, coupled with tlio prevailing disposition of the membersiiip of 
companies to learn and perform the duties of a soldier, as well as to adliere to 
striot obedience to orders, aud withal a determination to uphold a high order 
of deportment and discipline worthy of the citizen soldier. 

The camp being very accessible as to transportation, finely located as to 
water for common use and biithiug purposes, the extensive grounds for drill 
and parade, and tho favorable formation of soil all combined rendering it a 
most desirable location, and aided much in making the encampment at 
Brighton tho most successful ever held by Michigan troops. 

On the last day of the encampment tiie brigade was reviewed by Governor 
Jerome, accompanied by his staS. On that occasion the troops presented a 
most imposing display, and tho review was accomplished in a very creditable 
toatiner. 

By a raterenco to the condition of the State Troops only a few years since 
and a comparison made with the force at this lime in service, the observer can- 
not fail to notice their rapid and substantial improvement in everything per- 
taining to their organization, discipline, drill, and equipment, placing them 
to-day IIS equals with any, and witli a continuance of the liberal consideration 
afforded them by the Stata they will still advance in improvement aud con- 
tiatie to be u creditable aud useful element of the State government.

The foilowliiR actof the Legislature, approved May ]2. 1881, togelher with the 
regulations of the State Military Boarrl, as provided for ihereiu, are liei'cby promul- 
gated Tor the liiromiation aud giiiilaiice of the State Troops in the matter: 
An act to provide for the eurollmeuC of coiitriliutingmetuherB in each company and 

battery of State Troopg. 

Mkction 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact. Tiiat not more than one hun- 
dred and fifty contributing members rany be enrolled En each company and battery 
of State Troops. Eacli of such contributing members ehnll pay into tlie treasury ot 
such organization annually, on or before the first day of July, not leas than ten dol- 
lars. Upon tlie payment of sut^h annual dues sucli contrfbntlng member shall 
receive from tlie commnnding officer of such organization a certiflcnie conuterBigned 
by the secretary thereof, and t^hall be exempt during theeuj'ulngyearJ'rDm jury duty 
ftnd poll tax, in the snma manner that active members o( the Stale Troops are now 
exempt. The fund derived from the duesof contributing members shall be accounted 
for and used in accordance with regulations to be prescribed by the State Military 

ItEGCLATIONS. 

Par. I. Any person desirous of becoming a contributing member of a company or 
battery of State Troops pliall make application to the board of directors thereof, 
and upon their approval ehall, said company or battery concurring therein, be 
enrolled as B contributing member thereof: provided he shall first pay into the 
company treasury dues for one year. 

Par. 2. The commanding oClter of any company or battery shall, upon payment by 
"ributliig member of his annual dues, deliver to him the certiQcate provided by

Par. 7. No part of said fimd kIihII be used except upon a majority vote of euch 
company at a regular meeting thereof.

Gbnehal:— -I have the honor to submit herewith detailed reports oE my 
inBpectioDS of the State Troops uiade during the years 1881 and 18S3. 

I have made a minute inspection of eacli company, its armory, the State 
property, its discipline and drill, and have also inspected them at encampmeut. 

It will be seen by reference to my reports that most of the companies are in 
condiLion to render efficient service whenever called upon. 

Most of the officers are zealous and efficient but many lack close attention to 
the details of the manual of arms, evolutions, and ceremonies. 

There are faults too prevalent which I desire to call especial attention to in 
this report. 

The company books and records are not, as a rule, well kept. 

Too many officers do not take proper care of the State property in their 
charge, and I would respectfully urge the necessity of requiring commanders 
of companies to comply strictly with sections 53 and 99 of the laws as the 
only method of correcting this matter and preventing great and unnecessary 
loss to the State- 
Deficiency in the manual of the sword was very noticeable. 

The form prescribed for the ceremony of inspection was too often neglected. 

In few companies were the sergeants well instructed. 

With two or three exceptions the loading and tiring was very poorly 
executed. 

In ordering arms, instead of lowering the piece gently to the floor as pra- 
flcribed in tactics, it would be brought down with such force as to rebound 
several inches. This is destructive to the rifle and will soon render it uueer- 
Ticeable. 

I observed that in a number of instances officers did not give the command 
prescribed in par. 249 of the tactics, but substituted a different command. 

In double rank formation the movement from column of files to column of 
fours was seldom properly executed. 

In executing "right forward fours right," the first four very generally 
failed to take the short step, and tlius deranged the column. 

The accoutrements were often poorly adjusted and the metal plates and but- 
tons tarnished. 
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The persona] appearance and condition of arms were beat in those companieBt 
where ioBpectiona were made by company comraandera at stated perioda, and 1 1 
believe that captaios sliould be reqnired to make frequent inspections of their I 
companies. I 

Attendance at these inspections, with a few notable exceptions, was very j 
unsatisfactory. 

The general encampment of State Troops being omitted in 1881, ] 
present at the short encampment at Jackson of the companies selected to par- 1 
ticipate in the Yorktown centennial celebration, and also with them at York- ■ 
town and 'Washington during their stay at those points, and in general appear- ^ 
ance, manual of arms, evolutions, fine parades, and most cjcelleut passage in J 
review, the Michigan battalion compared most favorably with tiie best State'l 
Troops present on that occasion. T 

The encampment of the Brigade of State Troops, under command of Gen- \ 
eral W. H. Withington, at Island Lake, near Brighton, Livingston county,' 
August 10th to 14th, 1883, was unquestionably the moat successful camp the j 
troops have entered. I reached the camp ground two days before the troops l 
and remained until the last command bad departed. The state of the camp 1 
was in every respect as good as possible, aud tlie excellent health of the com- 
mand while there attests how well chosen it was from a sanitary point of view." 
Under the direction of General Withington and his efficient staff, the several 1 
detachments of troops, upon their arrival, were promptly assigned their j 
places, aud the camp at once assvimed proper shape and its duties immediately ] 
entered upon. 

There being abundance of room the camp of each regiment was located by 
itself, a fact which tended largely to the good order and discipline of the 
encampment. 

The troops showed marked improvement in drill and knowledge of their 
duties, and their progress became more apparent from day to day. Good disci- 
pline was maintained, and military courtesy was well observed. 

Considering the fact that companies had not drilled together iji two years, 
and that many of the officers were entirely new to their places, the evolutions 
of the battalion and brigade were on the whole well executed. 

On the 13th of August, with the assistance of Uol. Cbas. E. Grisson, Presi- 
dent of State Military Board ; Lieut. Col. E. A. Sumner, Assistant Adjutant 
General ; Lieut, Col. J. H. Kidd, Assistant Inspector General ; and Capt. Wm. 
A. Buttler, of Gen. Withington's staff, the troops were inspected and mus- 
tered. 

I have not yet received a detailed report from Col. Grisson of his inspection 
of the Third Regiment and First Battalion, nor from Col. Kidd, who 
inspected the First Regiment, and can only say that botli express tliemselvea ' 
as well pleased with the appearance of the troops and tiie condition of tlis < 
arms and clothing. 

In the Second Regiment, which was inspected by myself, assisted by Lieut. 
Col. E. A. Sumner, I found the geueral apearance good, as also tlie coudi- 
tio'n of clothing aud arms, and in some cumpanies arms in most excellent 
order. 

There was great improvement upon former inspections in the adjustment of I 
accoutrements and condition of metal plates, etc. 

any instances tliere was tlie same failure by the Hue officers to take 
their proper positions, which 1 have heretofore referred to, and in very few ' 
instances were the proper distances observed in open order. 
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Immadiiitely after inspecbion and muster, accompanied by Brig. Gen']. 
Witliingfcou, I proceeded to inspect the qnarfcera of the several regiments, and 
was much gratified with the well policed strecte, tidy tents, neat and tasteful 
mess-tents, tables, etc., and the excellent cooking arrangements. 

The review of the Brigade on August 14th by the Commander-in-Chief, 
accompanied by his staff, was all that, could he asked. The command presented 
a very soldierly appearance, and in passing in review Hoes were well maintained 
and salutes usually correct. 

The sham battle in the afternoon of the same day attracted a very large 
concourse of spectators, bnt in view of the large number of men who are 
accidentally injured and prostrated by over exertion on these occasions, it 
seems questionable whether the supposed benefit accruing to the troops there- 
from is at all commensurate to the necessary danger to which men nuused to 
the hardships of camp life arc thus exposed. 

Perhaps the moat important factor to those contributing to the successful 
outcome of this encampment, was the change from the contract system of 
supplying aubsistance to that of commuting the rations and allowing each 
company to furnish for its own table. I am persuaded that not a little waa 
due also to a pleasant and healthful location, removed from the distracting 
influences of a large town. 

TARGET PRACTICE. 

In the absence of the annual encampment in 1881, the rifle teams of those 
companies desiring to compete for the Koehm & Wright badge and the Bag- 
ley medal assembled at Jackson on the 12th and 13th of October in accord- 
ance with Oeneral Order, No. 16, of that year, and the competition was held 
under my aupervisiou. 

The appendix hereto annexed gives a detailed statement of the scores made 
by the companies participating, and shows that the Roehm & Wright badge 
waa won by Company D, Third Regiment, of Bay City, and the Bagley medal 
by Grove fi. Wolcott of Company G, First Kegiment, Jackson. 

The practice in 188^ was held at the encampment on the 10th and 11th of 
August, resulting in the Roehm & Wright badge being won by the same team 
as in 1881, and the Bagley medal by Palmer of Company G, First Kegi- 
ment, Jackson. 

A detailed statement of the scores made at this practice will be found in 
the appendix. 

While there is a uoticable improvement in the practice of these rifle teams, 
still not more than six or seven men in each company take part therein or 
derive any benefit therefrom, and I think it should without delay be supple- 
mented by a ayetem of instruction requiring every man to become perfectly 
familiar with the accurate use of his rifle. 

This instruction sbonld begin with the recruit as soon as he baa been taught 
the maunal of arms, and be as much a matter of course, and should be con- 
tinued by ft course of firing, indoors, with a sub-oalibre rifle or steel shell for 
reduced chage of powder, before the practice on the range. 

The expense of this instruction would he small after the first outlay, and 
would include an annual expenditure for ammunition and badges. 

The benefit that would accrue to the aervice from such a system in the 
greater effectiveness of the troops, and the additional InteresJ; that it would 
excite, cannot be over estimated. 
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I prepared regulatiooa for a. coarae of iuBtructioQ, bucIi as is above very 
briefly outlined, but it was coiiaidered that tlie military fund would aot, in 
view of the many pressing iiecesaitiea of the troops during the past two ye&rs, 
-warraot incurring the expense rcquisitii to establiah the syatem. 

I would reBpectfuUy represent that having the target practice during the 
encampnieut greatly iuterterea with the other duties of the troops, and' recom- 
mend th)it it be held immediately dc/orti encampment, thus entailing no addi- 
tional eipensQ, while it would be very much better, in various respects. 

Germain to the subject, though not strictly belonging here, I would say 
that a team of the State Troops under the auspices ot the Michigan Military 
Bifie Association, attended the fall meeting, 18S2, of the K. R. A. at Creed- 
more. 

I was present with them during the entire meeting, and for their soldierly 
bearing, not less than their proScioncy with the rifle, they were the recipients 
of many compliments, and rejected honor upon themselves and the troops 
ttiey represented. 

At the uieetiiig they won many prizes and came within two points of win- 
ning the Hilton Trophy in what was said to have been the hottest contest ever 
made for that prize. 

In this match T. E. Webster, Company 0, Third Regiment, Bay City, made 
the best authentic score ever made with a military rifle at aOO, 500, and 600 
yards, to wit: 100 points in a possible 105. 

NEW COMPANIES. 
Daring the years 1881 and 1883j I mustered into the State service the fol- 
lowing new companies; In 1881 the "Scott Guard" and "L'ght Infantry" 
of Detroit, assigned respectively iis Company "C," and "D," First Battal- 
ion ; also the company at Calumet, aathorized by Act 150, Session Laws 18S1. 
In 1383 the "National Guard" of Saginaw, assigned as Company " D," 
Third Kegimont; the "Custer Guard" of Grand Rapids, aBsigned as Company 
"I," Second regiment, and the company at Jackson, which took the place 
and letter of Company "G," First Regiment, lately disbanded at that point. 
In conclusion 1 would aay that there is a continual improvement in the 
troops in every respect, and they are rapidly approaching the time when no 
better National Guardsmen will be found among the troops of the older States.
